PUBLIC LANDS «1VKS 
AWAY. 


It became evident to the GOT«rnment 


more than twenty years ago tUat tU» 
be»t thing to do with the public lands 
was to giro thtta away. The Home- 
itead Act was passed in 18G2. The 
effect haa been almost magicftl in build- 
ing up great States, cities and centers 
of population. The law gave ICO acies 
each to actual settlers, ou tbe payment 
of fees aggregating about $14. The 
Land Office last week issued a slato- 
ment, detailing the workings of the law. 
In 1863 the number of entries was 8,- 
233. Each year there has been an in- 
crease upon the precading one, until m 
1882 the .entries amounted to 56,520. 
The total number in the twenty years 
was 608,632, of which Kansas leads 
with 84,485, followed by Dakota with 
74,494, Minnesota with 73,762, Ne- 
braska with 63,011, Arkansas, 47,845, 
with decreasing nurnbara in the other 
States, until Indiana, with only 22, is 
reached. This is an aggregate oi abonl 
97,000,000 acres, being equal in area to 
New England, New York and Ohio. 
The oecapauta are not of the class who 
make great land monopolists, they come 
from the poor and working uUbson, aud 
if they come into possos'Sion of uaor« 
than 160 acres it must be by actual put- 
chaae in most instances from s,ooend 
hands, as tbe section that ictraots one 
of suffijieut tnriit to acquire tha abili.y 
to add to his gratuitous possession *s 
8U.e to attraot othetd. IVim of ICO 
acres muka thiokly settled and cjavon- 
isnt neighborhoods, giving at lsa« a 
population of 40 persons to tha sq 11 • 
mile, without taking into account tha 
hamlwts,-villages and cities that spuug 
up at short intervals as a bnsmasa and 
dom«btic necessity. 


Thj other method of givmg away 


lands—in grants to railroad companies 
—is being saverely ctitiCised by a cer- 
tain class of politicians, but it deos LO 
appear that the G-ovevuuaeut has suf- 
fered from it, wbilo 
tUa country ha* 


been greatly improved and beuefitii d. 
Many years would yet have to elapse be- 
fore a single railroad would span the 
continent, if capital had been required 
to wait till it could expect an ucieqniue 
return Irom the business of the route. 
The nesd of the country was not for a 
•ystem of railroads reaching out into a 
trackless and inhospitable wilderness 
with the mere object of opening it to 
settlement, but tha connection of two 
great, nob and prosperous sections. 
The occupation and development of the 
great States ou the Pacific Slope mad 
trans-continental railroad lines an im- 
perative necessity to the couutiy, and 
tha Government saw it must pay f(/r 
them. It had not the cash, but it had 
lands in abundance, and it guvs altei- 
nate sections. 
Tbe result wiis the) 


doubling of tbe value of the lauds which 
it reserved, these bringing $2 50 an 
acre all along the railroad Imea, wbeieas 
the former price waa $1 25. Tbus rill- 
roads like the Northern Pacific cost the 
country actually nothing, while its lands 
ward brought to market and settlement 
many years, earlier than if the roadd had 
not been built. Tbe steady mainton- 
auce of lands at this low price attracts 
Battlers, many of whom prefer to pay it 
and enjoy the advantages of railroad 
communication rather than go farther 
into tha wilderness and "homestead" a 
farm. It also keeps down the pnoas of 
railroad lands even in settled counties, 
making it necessary 
for the com- 


panies to Boll as quickly as possible to 
escape the growing taxes that settlement 
exacts for the maintenance oE law and 
order. They can not afifurd to permit 
their lands to he idle and undeveloped 
with thrifty farms and settlements lo- 
cated between them. There is little 
danger, therefore, that tha people will 
ba deprived of cheap lands through 
railroad grants, or that the railroad com- 
panies will become great monopolists 
of land. 


Theia will be no further need of land 


grants for tkrough lines, as the first 
needs of the country have been supplied 
and the commerce between the Atlantic 
and tha Pacific has become rich enough 
to pay for any needed increase of facili- 
ties. Grants on a small scale may yet 
be needed for minor roads through un- 
settled sections to connect the main line, 
but only on the prinoiplejof necessity that 
would prompt a wealthy land owner to 
build highways or paths to the valuable 
but inaccessible portions of his poses- 
•ion. Without doubt many dishonest 
individuals have profited illegitimately 
from the generosity of the Government, 
but this was as inevitable as losses from 
bad debts in merchandise or speculation. 
This fact remains that tbe country Las 
profited above all expenditure and lJ8g 
from the building of the railroads, and 
this demonstrate* tha wisdom of the 
land-grant policy, adopted 
when the 


cooutvy-was at war and had no cash to 
spore, and when the spirit of Secession 
WAS so rife as to threaten thelosa of tbe 
Pacific States, unless a connection with 
the East ww promptly Uodvrtakeu.

It would be a 
very natural thing for Nevada to 
pledge her delegates to thfl National 
Convention to vote for Mr. Arthur, 
because he is as safe a man as we can 
liope to see nominated.
